# 7 te oho think, the Paffage relates to a Spi- 
ritual Refurreétion, for the following Reafons. 

1. Chrift does not fay, the Dead thail hear the 
Word, but the Voice of the Son of God. Which 
confideration renders the Paffage at leaft very Ap- 
plicable to a Literal Refurrection. 

2. Chrift menrions this Refurrection as a matter 
as yet entirely Future. Whereas the Spiritual Re- 
furrection, that is, Regeneration, bad already 
Commencd in fome. 

3. Our Lord paffes from this Generation to the 
General Refurrection at the Great Audit of the 
World ; paffes to ir by way of Inference from the 
other. From whence we Learn, that they were 
both of the fame Nature, tho’ not of the fame 
Extent. : 

The Reafon, why our Lord is thought to {peak 
of a Spiritual Refurrection, is deducible from 
hence ; namely, becaufe he fays, The time » come- 
ing and now 4. But this only fhews, that he does 
not mean the General Refurrection. Bat if there 
were another Literal Refurrection, befide the Ge- 
neral one, of which he might {peak ; and if that 
other Refurrection fo early Succeeded our Lord’s 
Prediction, as that he might juftly fay, The Hour 
% coming, and now % ; Then the forefaid Objection 
is of no manner of Avail. And fuch a Refurrecti- 
on was that, which accompanied our Saviour's 
Refarrection, when the Bodies of the Saints arofe, 
and appear’d unto many.

Q. I John 5. 25. We Read thus. Verily, 


A. In the Verfes preceeding Our Saviour is pfe- 
dicting the Deftruction of the Fewifh Nation by

A. Je is indeed a Vulgar Saying, that the For- 
bidden Fruit was an Apple; but this is neither 
grounded upon any Ancient Tradition, nor much 
favoured by Learned Men, who generally incline 
to the Opinion or rather confident Affertion of Go- 
ropius Becanus who makes it to be the Fruit of the 
the Indian Fig-Tree, a Defcription of which we 
you have in Sir Walt. Raleigh's Hiftory of the World, 
But if Conjectures receive any Authority from their 
Antiquity, what Philo afferts ought to be of the 
gieateft Weight, That the Earth never brought 
forth any of thefe Trees fince the Fall. Norwith. 
ftanding none of thefe Conjectures are {ufficient to 
iway the Belief of a Prudent Man; nor is it of any 
Moment to know of what kind this Fruit was, 
fince it was not Forbidden for any other Refpect, 
than to make Trial of the Purity and fimplicity of 
Man’s Obedience.

A. The Hiftory of the Amazons -is related by 
WGin, Lib, 2. the Sabftance of which is as fol- 
lows, JIn:he time of the 4//yrian Monarchy, two 
Young N.en of Scvthza of Royal Extraction, being 
Banithed from their { ountry, drewa vaft Multirude 
of the Yourh after them, and feriled themfeives in 
Cappad.aa, whcre making great Ravageupon. tne 
Neighbouring Moudarries, bya joint ConfMiracs of 
their Enemies, they were alleut off. Notwichftand- 
og their Widows defended and enlarg’d their 
prefent Poffedfions, and grew into {ach a Contempt 
of Men that they Killed thofe thar were lefr re- 
maining among them.

Whereas if he ufes any other method of Learn- 
ing it, he will be always in a mift, and can never 
be fure when he is in the Right. The flow Pro- 
gre{s that is made by Boys at School in the ordina- 
ry Method of Grammar, we know deters Men of 
Riper Years from applying themfelves to the Study 
of that Univerfaily ufeful Language.

HE Advices from Vienna, March, 29th. Are, 

that the Emperor holds frequent Councils of War 
with his Generals and Minifters, and fuch effeétua] 
Meafures taken, the Operations of the next Campain 
will be carried on that fide with more Vigor thane- 
ver, that the Recruits are actually on their March to 
joyn their refpective Regiments, and orders are fentt to 
General Zumjungen at Milan to canfe 1700 Recruirs 
and the Reintorcement of 3e00 Men defign'd for Cata- 
lonia to March to Fiual, as foon as he receives Notice 
from the Minifters of the Minifters of Great Britain, 
that the Ships to Transport the fame are arrived there, 
The Letters from Berlin, Advife, that on the firft In. 
ftant, Prince Eugene of Savoy arrived there, and was 
conduéted the next Morning in one of the King’s 
Coaches to the Palace, and had a Conference with his 
Majefty which lafted fome time ; that his Highnefs 
Din’d that Day with the King and Queen, and at Night 
Supp’d with the Queen and Margraves, becaute his Ma- 
jefty do’s not Eat at Night; that his Majefty has de- 
clared to his Highnefs that he will continue his Troops 
in Italy a Year louger, but withal expects from Great 
Britain and Holland agreater Sum for Recruits than 
what is mention’d in the Treaty : That the Prince 
Royal makes any poffible Inftances to obtain leave to 
miake another Campain in the Netherlands, but the 
King has not yet declared his Mind. That the i’rince 
of Anhalt is fet out‘for Deflan, whence, “tis faid, he is 
fhortly to proceed to the Netherlands. The Letters 
from Bruffels, April, roth. Advife that the Duke of 
Marlborough and Prince Eugene are expected there by 
the middle of next Week and intend to be at the Head 
of the Army the 16th. Inftant; aud for that end. the 
Troops on the Maeze are on their March towards So- 
ignies, and they hear that the whole Confederate Army 
will be formed by the rsth or 20th Inftant, between 
Aeth and Tonrney. "Tis Advifed from the Hague, 
April, rth; that the Confederate Troops will be near 
130000 Men, and the vaft Magazines and other Ne- 
ceffaries with a prodigious Train of Artilley are like- 
wife ready at Hand, to enable them to act without any 
lofs of time; that the Sweedifh Envoy has received 
Orders from Stockholm to Treat with the Allies for 
part of the Sweedifh Troops undeg General Craffau.
